The  Home  Mission  Board  in  itai 
mid  year  meeting  at  Glorieta,  New 
Mexico,  July  17.  1954,  voted  unani-j 
mously  to  ask  the  Executive  Com- 1 
mittee  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  for  permission  to  bor¬ 
row  an  amount  not  to  exceed  S3  - 
000.000  00  with  which  to  greatly  en¬ 
large  the  ministry  now  being  ren¬ 
dered  by  its  Church  Extension 
Loan  Fund. 

The  $3,000.000  00,  if  borrowed, 
will  be  loaned  to  churches  less  than 
seven  years  old  to  help  them  in | 
the  construction  or  purchase  of 
houses  of  worship.  The  matter  of: 
granting  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
permission  to  borrow  the  money! 
was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com-| 
mittee  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  its  meeting  in  St. 
Louis  on  June  3,  1964 

This  loan  will  increase  the  abil¬ 
ity  of  the  denomination  through  its! 
Home  Mission  Board  to  help  con-1 
struct  additional  buildings  and 
will  greatly  encourage  city  mission! 
committees,  associational  boards,! 
and  state  conventions  in  their  ef¬ 
forts  to  constitute  new  churches  | 
in  the  communities  that  now  have 
no  Baptist  ministry.  It  is  hoped 
that  5.000  new  churches  may  bej 
constituted  in  the  Convention  ter- 1 
ritory  during  the  next  four  years.1

70,000  In  Fort  Worth 


FORT  WORTH.  Tex.  .  .(BP)— 
I  This  city,  which  probably  has  been 
more  highly  “evangelized”  than 
I  any  other  in  the  southwest,  has 
just  experienced  a  new  impact  in 
the  field  at  winning  people  to 
Christ. 

Tins  new  approach  to  evange¬ 
lism  was  a  laymen  led  eight-night 
crusade  in  which  the  professional 
soul-winners— the  preachers  —  sat 
on  the  sidelines  and  watched.

To  keep  hi*  sermon*  interest¬ 
ing  the  pastor  needs  an  up-to-date 
library.  This  in  itself  is  a  major 
expense. 

Another  major  expense  item  i* 
the  pastor’s  car. 

The  fee*  of  the  professional  man 
have  Iteen  raised  to  offset  his  ex¬ 
penditures.  The  churches  should 
follow  suit  in  regard  te  their  pas¬ 
tors’  salaries. 

John  J.  Hurt.  Jr„  editor  of  the 
Christian  Index,  expresses  it  this 
way: 

“God  called  your  pastor  to  the 
ministry.  He  led  him  to  you  and 
the  pulpit  of  your  church.  God 
expects  His  church  to  pay  His  ser- 
vant  a  salary  worthy  of  his  caU- 
ing."

tees  come  up  involving  a  good  deal  of 
money  or  other  practical  matters,  the 
convention  may  make  a  mistake. 

Since  we  are  on  this  question  of  prob¬ 
lems  and  controversies,  let  us  mention 
two  rather  heated  discussions.  One  was 
concerning  the  moving  of  the  headquar¬ 
ters  of  the  Radio  and  Television  Com¬ 
mission  from  Atlanta,  Ot.,  is  Fort 
Worth,  Texas.  % 

Instead  of  approving  the  reeommenda- 
*'on  of  the  commission  to  move  immedi¬ 
ately  to  Fort  Worth;  Texas,  the  matter 
was  referred  to  the  F.xecutlv#  Commit¬ 
tee  for  careful  study. 

This  was  a  wise  decision.  The  matter 
needs  to  be  studied  at  more  length,  and 
others  in  addition  to  those  who  are  per¬ 
sonally  interested  in  the  commission 
should  have  a  chance  to  study  it  in  an 
objective  way.  Other  cities  should  be 
considered  also. 

The  decision  allowing  missionaries  in 
Oregon  and  Washington,  although  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  Home  Mission  Board  or 
other  agencies  of  the  convention,  t*  help 
Baptist  churches  in  Canada  was  very 
unwise.  President  Storer  rightly  and 
wisely,  we  think,  ruled  that  such  a  mat¬ 
ter  was  unconstitutional  and  so  out  of 
order.  Because  of  a  stampede  in  using 
the  word  "comity”  in  making  many  be¬ 
lieve  that  somebody  was  trying  to  limit 
the  work  of  Southern  Baptists,  the 
convention  overruled  the  opinion  of  the 
president  and  voted  to  allow  these  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  Oregon  and  Washington  to 
work  in  Canada. 

TTiis  matter  should  be  reconsidered  at 
the  nex^  meeting  of  the  convention,  and 
wp  should  discontinue  using  our  home 
mission  mouey  in  Canada,  which  is  a 
foreign  country  to  us  We  are  spreading 
*•  thin  and  using  our  money  se  widely, 
the  first  thing  we  know  the  Southern 
Convention  will  fall  apart. 

We  should  certainly  Umtt  our  South¬ 
er*  Baptist  work  to  the  United  States 
and  its  territories  as  far  u  our  agen¬ 
cies  and  boards,  such  as  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board,  are  concerned. 

The  argument  was  that  ‘*Canada  des¬ 
perately  needs  the  program  which  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  alone  can  give."  Editor 
John  Hurt  of  The  Christian  Index  wisely 
writes.  "We  doubt  the  Southern  Baptist 
monopoly.  We  believe  M  will  alienate 
•nr  Canadian  friends  to  the  Baptist 


World  Alliance." 

It  ia  foolish  Vo  argue  otherwise.  There 
are  new  worlds  to  conquer — but  not  »■ 
at  once!  Already  the  need  hi  Orego* 
and  Washington  and  other  new  states 
is  such  that  the  Home  Mission  Board 
is  seeking  $3,000,000  to  new  money  for 
church  buildings.  When  the  need  is  an 
great  across  some  10  or  a  dotes  states 
in  the  western  part  of  the  United  State*, 
and  these  state*  are  crying  for  South¬ 
er*  Baptist  money,  why  should  see  ex 
teed  our  work  across  the  border  art* 
our  neighboring  country  of  Canada, 
which  m  a  part  of  the  British  RmptreT

Budged  committees,  finance 
committee*,  and  boards  of  dea¬ 
cons  will  soon  be  making  sugge»- 
tious  for  the  1955  church  budget*. 

Rev.  Howard  J.  Ford  in  the  Bib¬ 
lical  Recorder  wrote:  “A  few  (pas¬ 
tor*)  are  generously  provided  for. 
Some  of  u*  get  more  than  we  de¬ 
serve.  But  hundred*  of  faithful 
pastor*  and  religious  worker*  are 
trying  to  carry  on  under  great  fi¬ 
nancial  handicap.  Religious  work¬ 
er*  hesitate  to  discuss  this  matter, 
lliey  know  that  sacrifice*  are 
necessary.  They  want  to  avoid,  at 
all  costs,  any  suggestion*  that  they 
are  ‘money  hearted.’  It  is  essen¬ 
tially  a  problem  which  must  be 
thought  through  carefully  and 
prayerfully  by  the  laity."
